Davis & Sargent's mill was tlie scene of 


a bij fire, big enough for a general alarm 
at 7 a. m. In extent of destruction by fire 
it was not as larje as the great volume of 
smoke indicated, but it was the most stub- 
born flre fought for years. 


A planing mill is abont the worst place 


for a fire, exceptb;; perhaps a paint and 
oil shop. That it was kept in the planing 
and box making departments of Davis & 
Sargent's mill speaks highly for the work 
of the fire department. 


Of water there n-as plenty to use, but the 


trouble which handicapped the firemen 
was the dense smoke. 


The fire probably started at 6.30 and was 


discovered at 0.40 by Tilr. Johnson, team- 
ster for Franklin T. Wilson, tbe wood 
dealor on Fletcher street, who saw the fire 
amons the saw-dust and shavings under 
the planer. Just previocs to this Mr. 
Johnson had been talking with Mr.Barnes, 
the engineer, as he backed his horse and 
wajior. into the rear of the building to load 
up'with kindlier wood. 


Mr. Barnes says that he went towards 


the boiler room in the rear of the mil! and 
a 
moment 
later 
was 
startled 
by 


Johnson yelling "fire." 
He ran back and 


saw the entire pile of shavings in a blaze. 
He closed tbe doors to shut off the draught 
and according to his story did not see 
horse and wagon inside, because of the 
dense smoke. As it was the horse was left 
on the inside when the doors were closed 
and it wits soon suffocated. 


Tbe alarm from box 42 was at once 


rung in hut before the Erst piece of appa- 
ratus was there the westerly end of the 
brick mill was blanketed in dense smoke. 
Steamer two got inio admirable position 
in the rear without delay and by draught- 
in: water from the canal soon had a. line 
of hose in tbe basement playing into the 
heart of the nre. 


Bat fine shavings and sawdust, when 


thoroujhly dry. are almost as dangerous 
as gunpowder, and so it waa that fire was 
all over the westerly end of the building in 
afi'W minutes. 


From seven until ten o'clock the firemen 


were kept busy but the fire did not spread 
tlirouph the mill any further than Marshall 
& Crosby's work rooms on the second 
floor. 


The Davis & Sargent mill on Middlesex 


street, opposite Mclntire. is a three story 
brick building about 200 feet long. At 
the easterly end Joel K;iapp has the lower 
and rear floors. Up stairs Marshall & 
Crosby keep their finished cabinet work, 
which'is made in the section next beyond. 
The Lowell Scale company is on the third ! 
floor in the middle sectioo. while Davis & j 
Sarcent have the westerly section, for' 
planing on the street floor and bos mak- 
ing upstairs. 


Manv spectators were 
loud in their 


praise of tbe firemen's work in keeping the 
fire in one section, smoke only damaging 
goods in the middle section, and the east-: 
erly section being entirely free from smoke, j 
water and fire. "The heavy parti ion walls ' 
came in handy and were perfect protec- 
tion. 


The firem.cn had the fire under control 


at S o'clock for it was surrounded on every 
side. 


Tlie Loss by Fire. 


Davis & Sargent are the principal losers 


for tbe flre and heat spoiled their stock of 
raw material as well as whatever finished 
eonds were on hand. 
The planing ma- 


chinary is hndly damaged by fire and whit 
escaped this element is likely to be further 
damaged by water. 
Mr. Davis said he was 


well insured, giving as a rough estimate 7". 
or SO per cent", but at the time he was nn- 
ahln to tell the value of the building or the 
amount of stock on hand.

A FIGHT DT COKEA. 


tfweoty Thousand Chlncia Fall Into the 


Hand* of the Enemy. 


SHANGHAI, Sept, 18—Reports received 


here from various sources ssy thafc-a great 
battle has been fought at Ping-Yang, 
Corea, between the Chinese and Jap&neso 
troops. The battle lasted two dayg and 
the Chinese -were completely defeated. 
The Chinese army of 20,000 surrendered to 
the Japanese. The attempts of the Ameri- 
can and British war correspondents to 
proceed to the scene of the fighting hove 
been unsuccessful, 
Twenty-three hun- 


dred men were killed in the engagement. 


An elaborai« system of espionage has 


been maintained for many years in the 
Pekin provinces by the Japanese govern- 
ment. 
Since the outbreak of tha war 


liberally paid Japanese agents have been 
found among the employes of Chinese pub- 
lic offices and in Chinese arsenals and 
camps. Tire Chinese authorities are now 
dealing summarily -with spies, whether 
they are Japanese or natives of China.

Sept. 18.—The most fatal 


fire of recent years in Washington was the 
burningof the mattress factory of Scumph 
it Bros, yesterday. Four bodies ore at tlu> 
morgue, charred and crushed, beyond re- 
cognition, four men were carried to the 
Emergency hospital, one of whom has 
since died, and. there may be others burled 
under the ruins, us several -workmen are 
unaccounted for. 


The factory, which Is owned by Claude 


N". and Edward B. Stumph, at the intersec- 
tion of Seventh and X streets, was a flvo- 
story structure, with thin brick walla, win- 
dows only at back and front and no fire 
escapes, Ic was scored wick feathers, shav- 
ings aud other inflammable materials, 
and 23 persons were at work in it, six of 
them young womon. 


Fifteen minutes before noon flro was 


discovered in the picking room at the front 
of the second floor, Almost beforo an 
alarm could be given to the workmen it 
had spread through 
the second story. 


There was delay in Turning in an alarm 
on accouut_oC the panic. 


The escape of those on the upper floor 


was cut off, and they stood in the windows 
shouting for help, while hundreds on the 
streets, unable to give-asslstance, yelled to 
them to waic for the hook and ladder. 
Thee men were seen on the roof gesticu- 
lating frantically, while one. of them 
leaned, against n chimney, awaiting. 


Policeman Brown found a ladder, and 


with the help of two stalwart; men dragged 
a mattress to the roof of a blacksmith shop 
beneath the eaves uf the factory. "While 
these preparations were under way, a man 
named Haskc jumped from the roof,

in the air and striking on his side. Another, 
Bevins, jumped to the roof and was caught 
on the iuattrcss held by Policeman Brown 
and his helpers. Then a man named 
Vaughn leaped headlong, so that in the 
force of his fall he tore through the raat- 
tress as though it had been a blanket. 
ilr. Bacon jumped from a third-story 


window r.nd landed on his stomach across 
a barrel 25 feet below. Other men clung 
to narrow projections outside tho windows 
until a pile of mattresses had been heaped 
on the sidewalk, and jumped off, sustain- 
ing severe injuries. Twenty minutes after 
the fire had been discovered the east wall 
fell, 
crushing the blacksmith 
shop, 


Palmer's jysterhouse and the Cattle Food 
company's building. A cloud of burning 
feathers rose 100 feet over the building 
and drifting down sec flre to several awa- 
ings iu front of several stores, making 
lively work for the flrcmen with water 
pails. 


Shortly afterward the other walls tot- 


tered and came down, crushing tbe two- 
story brick' building o:' the Woodruff Fire 
Holder company, (jeorge J. Bennett's 
marble shop and Hall & Cammack's fur- 
niture store, a frame building. One fire- 
man and several spectators were hurt by 
flying bricks. 


A general alarm had called out the 


whole lire department, and the ruins had 
teen so flooded that the search for bodies 
WM begun « i:SO. 


The First Corpse Was Brouclit Out 


on u stretcher ac 3 o'clock, charred beyond 
the semblance of a human being. Within 
half an hour two others had been found, 
and a gang of negroes was set to work 
digging over the ruins. At 5 o'clock a 
body was found in the elevator burned to 
pieces, so that the parts had LO be gathered 
in a blanket and bundled into a wagon. 
Another body was readied before 7 o'clock. 


Scenes at the morgue, where men and 


women collected to look for missing rela- 
tives, were most distressing. The hands 
and feet were burned from all the dead, 
their features obliterated and clothing 
consumed. It was possible to identify the 
body of Willie Ashe by the size of the 
body, and an old man, Tennyson, by his 
tcctli. It is doubtful whether the identity 
of the other bodies can. bo distinguished. 


The cause of the flre is unknown. The 


factory building was valued at 515,000 and 
its contents at S3,000; 815,000 insurance 
was carried in several local companies. 
The adjoining buildings which were 
crushed were ot small value, so that ?iO,- 
000 will probably cover the damage to 
them.

Several Bodies Supposed to Be Buried 


in the Ruins. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. is.—Tlio most fair..1 


flra of recent ycnrs in Washington wus lh' 
buvnlugoCthc nmtwcss dietary of StmnpJi 
& Bros, yesterdny. Four botUus aro an tlu- 
morgue, charred inul crushed beyond re- 
cognition, four men won; curried to thp 
Kmorgcncy liospiliU, one of whom hits 
since died, and there nmy bo otliors bui-icil 
under the rums, as SUVL-™! -workmen arc- 
uimucuuntctl for. 


The factory, which Is owr.ertbyClau.de 


N. and ICdwu'ril li. Stumpli, nt the intersec- 
tion of Seventh and K strcete, was a Jive- 
story structure, with Ihiii brick walls, win- 
dows only nt back I'.nd front and no flru 
esfiiprs. It \\-i\s stored with feathers, shav- 
ings mid oMicr iiilliiininnblu materials, 
nnd 25 persons wcru at work lu It, six of 
limn young women. 


Fifteen minutes before noon flro was 


discovered in the picking room at the front 
of ilio second lloor. Almost before nn 
jtlann could bo given to tlic workmen it 
had spread through 
tlio second story. 


There was delay in turning 'n n11 alarm 
on account of l.Uu ptiulc. 


The escape oi1 those on tho upper floor 


v™* cut otT, nnd tliuy utood intlio windo\vs 
Blunilinn for help, while hundreds- on the 
streets, unable to ^ivo assistance-, yelled to 
them to wait for tho hook and ladder. 
Tlu-e men were scon on tho roof gesticu- 
lating frantically, while ono of them 
leaned n^nlnst a chimney, awaiting, 


Policeman Brown found a ladder, and 


with the help of two stalwart men dragged 
(i mattress to the roof of u blacksmith shop 
beneath tho eavea of tho factory. While 
these preparations were under wiiy, a innu 
named Husku jumped from tho roof,

lu the airmid striking on Ills side. Another, 
lievins, jumped to tho roof and was caught 
on the mattress held by Policeman Brown 
and ids helpers. Then u man named 
Vaughn leaped headlong, so shut in tho 
i'oi-ee of his fall he toro through tho mat- 
tress i\s chough it had been a blanket. 
ilr. Bacon jxirapod from a third-story 


window and landed on his stomach across 
u barrel ij leet bolow. Other men clung 
to narrow projections outside tho windows 
until a pile of mattresses had been heaped 
on tho sidewalk, aud jumped off, sustain- 
ing severe injuries, Twenty minutes after 
tlm lire had been discovered tho cast wall 
fell, 
crushing thu blacksmith 
shop, 


Palmer's oyster house and the Cattlo Food 
company's building. A cloud of burning 
feather? rase 100 1'ect over the building 
and drifting down set lire to several awn- 
iugs in front of several stores, making 
lively wui'k lor the llreinen with ttricei1 
pail.;. 


Shortly afterward tho other walls tot- 


tered and catno down, crushing the two- 
story brick building of the Woodruff Fire 
Holder company, George J, Bennett's 
marblo shop and Hall & Cammack's fur- 
niture store, a frame building. One ilre- 
nian and several spectators werchurSby 
living bricks. 


A gcucral alarm had called out the 


whole fire department, and the ruins had 
been so flooded chut the search for bodies 
wasliegvm nt 2: ISO. 


Tin* I'ir^t Cori>>lo "Wiv* Brouglit Out 


on a srrelcher at 3 o'clock, charred beyond 
th.1 semblance of a human being. "Within 
half an hour two others had been found, 
:md :v gang of negroes was set to work 
digging over thu ruins. At o o'clock a 
body u ;is found in the elevator burned to 
pieces, so chut the parts had to bo gathered 
iia.ii blanket and bundled into a wagon. 
Another body was re;vched before 7 o'clock. 


Seemv; at the morgue, where men and 


women collected to look for missing rela- 
tives, were most distressing. The hands 
and feet were burned from all tho dead. 
tlioir features obliterated and clothing 
consumed. It was possible to identify the 
body of Willie Ashc by the size of the 
body, and an old man, Tennyson, by his 
tei'lh. 
It is doubtful whether the identity 


of ;he other bodies can be distinguished.

fue-lovy building was valued at $lo,000 and 
its contents at S25.00U; §15,000 insurance 
wns cai'i-iod in several local companies.

BOSTON, Sept. IS.—The summary of tha 


crop reports rei;elvcd b}' tho Kow England 
iveather survlee for tlie wuck just passed is 
given belo'.v: 


The weather tot tho past week in Xew 


England lias been generally favorable for 
harvesting and for the growth and ripen- 
ing of erope. The temperature has been 
nearly normal, with light frosts on the 
morning of the 15th and 13th. whleh did 
no grunt dai:ifijje in any scctfon. 


Except In eastern Manstichusptts, the 


rainfall, including that which came on tho 
10th, has been1 from ono-hulf Ineh to ono 
Ineh hi all southern and eastern sections; 
over one Inch camo in central and north- 
western districts. A series of showers 
passed acrofffi north-eentral MaSEnchusstts 
and southern Verjnont p.nd New Hoiup- 
slilco on tho 10th, fe-lvin^heavy downpours 
of rain and doing considerable damago by 
washouts, lightning and wind. 


Tho rains have beon^hardly- sufficient In 


Maine this week to affect the wells and 
springs. Most field 'crops aro past help or 
need of It by rain, but tho showers havo 
been favorable for plowing and fall seed- 
ing. 
Modcrnto rains foil' on tho 16th nnd 


17th, 
but.not anough-to revive thu crops 


injured by drought. 


Tho fall at Wlnchondon. Mass.. was three 


Inehcs, moro than one inch falling In 20 
minutes. Tho wind assumed tornado-like 
effects In narrow belts, injuring bulldlnjrs 
and trees. At Jlewton, M. "H., 1^ inches 
of rain eanm in 20 minntes. 
On the 10th 


and 17th light rain foil in all const sec- 
tions, but did not extend far inland. 
Dense fog also prevailed on those days 
[Uouk' T,he coast. 


Moro "\Vfttcr Nof cloil. 


The copious rains In New Hampshire 


have helped tho weils in places, while In 
others the report still comes of want of 
water. The Holds and pastures aro begin- 
ning to look quite green again, .and fall 
r'eed has been greatly helped, but it is 
thought that tho graas crop for noxt year 
has been seriously Injured by the drought. 


Fruits of all kinds aro from one to two 


weeks earlier tliiin usual. 
Apples are 


sonexally small In size, but have grown 
ta.st during tho past week. Early apples 
are -very plenty in sonthorn counties. 
Moot, crops generally promise' well. 
A 


great deal of corn lias been put into the 
shock, and it is thought will prove ab 
average crop; silos are being rapidly filled. 
Many potatoes ore turning out better than 
expected. Fall plowing is bolng dono. 
There has been no report of damage by 
the frosts. 


Splemtlcl Wenther In Vermont. 


A heavy rain in southern Vermont on 


the 10th and one in the central and north- 
ern sections on the 10th have wet the ground 
down well and given the streams a •per- 
manent rise. It is reported that tho rains 
have cleared tho &ir of smoke, and that 
there has been splendid fall weather for 
ripening apples and cutting corn. Most 
of the corn \s cut and is being husked. It 
proves to bo a fair crop of good quality. 
Potatoes aro bolng dug, and some farmers 
in \Vindsor county report the best crop for 
several years. A correspondent in Wash- 
ington county reports the potato crop 
heavy. 


Drpuplrt Partlnlly. Broletra. 


The heavy rain that passed across north- 


ern Massachusetts on tho 10th effectually 
broke the drought there, buf-thera has 
been too little rain in most other sections. 
The showers have helped tlio fields and 
pastures and late root crops, but have not 
wot down to ftny great depth. Corn is 
ripening up fast, though many fields on 
low laud are still green and growing; it 
has dried badly on uplands lu the north- 
western part of tho state.

Fall apples are abundant. 
Winter apples 


are looking better, and though dropping 
badly, still promise a good crop, Ono cor- 
respondent reports the Baldwin apples the 
highest colored he ever saw. 
Tho Irosts 


arc generally reported light, and no dam- 
age of any amount. Onions aro small and 
poor. 
Good Havvcstlnff Weather. 


The weather has been favorable for har- 


vesting in Rhode Island and the work has 
been pushed, Tho.rainfall .hag baon suf- 
ficient in southern counties to break tho 
drought and furnish a water supply, but 
lu northern towns the ralu, though helpful, 
has not been sufficient. 


yields ftiitl fastureD Improved. 


Most parts of Connecticut have had rain 


enough to benefit fluids and pastures and 
all growing crops, but tho streams mid 
wells have been very little affected as yet. 
In fact, many correspondents report stead- 
ily falling wacer supplies.

In western counties somo plowing has 


been done, and rye sown, with rain, enough 
to insure its gro\vth. Pastures are rapidly 
Improving, though stock have to be fed 
from the barn in many places.

of rowen will be small. Laito forage crops 
are growing woll. Turnips, calory, cab- 
bage, etc., are late, but with favorable 
weather will not fail entirely. Corn Is 
maturing rapidly and has been cut In

At 5 o'clock a 
body was found in tho elevator burned to 
pieces, so that tho parts had to bo gathered 
in a blanket and bundled into a wagou.

Scenes at the morgue, where men and 


women collectod to look for missing rela- 
tives, were most distressing. The hands 
add feet were burned from all tho dead, 
their features obliterated and clothing 
consumed. It was possible to identify the 
body of Willii! Asbo by the size of the 
body, and an old man, Tennyson, by his 
teeth, 
Ir, is doubtful whether tho identity 


of the other bodies can be distinguished. 


Tho cause of tho fl.ro is unknown. Tho 


factory building was valued at, $13,000 aud 
its contents at Sia,000; $15,000 insurance 
was carried In several local companies.

buildings which were 


crushed were of .sjuall value, so that $20,- 
000 will probably cover the damage to 
them.

England has boon .generally favorable for 
hun-L'stinjj and for tho growth nnd ripen- 
ing of crops. Tho temperature has boon 
nearly normal,' with Jitfht tmsts on tho 
morning o( die 12th and loth, which did 
no great dtimagt).ln any seotion.. 


Except iu eastern Massachusetts, the 


rainfall. Including that which came on tho 
10th, has been from one-half inch to ono 
inch In all southern and eastern sections; 
over ono inch came In central.nnd north- 
western districts. A series of sho Ivors 
pushed across north-central Massachusetts 
and southern Vermont • and Now Hamp- 
shire on tho 10th, giving heavy downpours 
of rain and doing 'considerable davnago by, 
washouts, lightning imfl wind. 


Thu rnins have been hardly sufficient in 


Mnlnc this week to affect the wells and 
spring. Most Hold crops are past help or 
nccil ol' It by rain, but tho showers hr.va 
bcon favorable for plowing ;;nd fall seed- 


i ins. 
Moderate rains foil on tho 10th and 


17th. but not enough to revive the crops 
Injured by drought. 


The fall at \\~lnchondon, Muss., was thrco 


Inches, more than onu inch falllnp in 20 
immic.es. The wind assumed cornado-llUo 
clTjcts in narrow belts, Injuring buildings 
and trees.

Root crops generally promise well. A 
crreut deal of corn has been put into tho 
shock, aud it is thought will prove an 
average crop; silos are'being rapidly filled. 
Many potatoes are turning out better than 
expected. Fall plowing is being done. 
There has been no report of damage by 
tho frosts. 


Splendid Weather In Vermont. 


A heavy r;du in southern Vermont on 


tho 10th and one In the central and north- 
ern sections on the 10th have wet the ground 
down well and given the streams a per- 
manent riso. It is reported that the rains 
have cleared the air of smoke, and that 
there has been splendid fall weather for 
ripening apples and cutting corn. Most 
of tho coru is out and is being luisked. It 
proves to be a fair crop of good quality. 
Potatoes are being dug, and some farmers 
In Windsor county report the best crop for 
several years. A corruspondcnt in Wash- 
ington county reports thu potato crop 
heavy. 


Drought Partially Brolcen. 


The heavy rain that passed across north- 


ern Massachusetts on tho 10th effectually 
bvoko thu drought there, but there has 
been too little rain in niost other sections. 
Tho showers havo helped the fields and 
pastures and hue root crops, but have not 
wot down to any groat depth, Corn Is 
ripening up fust, though many fields on 
low land ure still green and growing; it 
has dried badly on uplands in iho north- 
western part of the state. 


Several correspondents in central dis- 


tricts pronounce the potaio crop very good 
and of extra quality. Postures and fields 
are getting green in most sections, but the 
rowcn crop will be very light. 
Many 


fanners havo been waiting for a good rain 
before cutting it, so .the roots -will not .be 
dried up aud injured. 
Correspondents 


still report a very light cranberry crop. 
Fall apples aro abundant. 
Winter apples 


are looking bettor; and though dropping 
badly, still promise a good crop. One cor- 
respondent, reports the Baldwin apples the 
highest colored he ever saw, 
Tho frosts 


arc generally reported light, and no dam- 
age of any amount. Onions aro small aud 
poor.

Good Harvesting Weather.

The weather has been favorable for har- 


vesting In Rhode Island and tho work has 
been piwhed. Tho rainfall has been suf- 
ficient In southern counties to break tho 
drought and furnish a water supply, but 
In northern towns tho ruin, though helpful, 
has not been sufficient.

PleUU and Pictures Improved. 


Most parts of Connecticut hove had rain 


enough to benefit flelds and pastures and 
all growing crops, but the streams and 
wells have b«m very littlo affected as yet. 
In fact, many correspondents report stead- 
ily falling water supplies. 


In western counties soiuo plowing hns 


been done, Mid rye sown, with rain enough 
to insure Its growth, Pastures aro rapidly 
improving, though stock havo to be fed 
from the barn in many places. 
Tho crop 


of rowen will be small. Lato forage crops 
are growing well. Turnips, celery, cab- 
bage, etc,, are late, but with favorable 
weather will not (ail entlrc-ly. Corn is 
maturing rapidly and has been cut In 
many places. 


Ono correspondent in Hartford county 


reports a poor yield, but generally a good 
crop is reported. Tho stalks havo been 
little damaged and 'tho stocka should 
stand well for drying. The potatoes and 
most other vegetables aro bettor than ex- 
pected in many places. There is some 
complaint of rot on potatoes iu Litchfleld 
und Fiiirfleld counties, but it is not general. 
Apples continue to drop badly, but there 
Is generally a-good crop in prospect; other 
fruit is plentiful. No damage has boon re- 
ported from the frosts. 


There will bo two moro bullotlns Issued 


this season, and It is hoped that the cor- 
respondents will mako full reports on the 
condition of the Into forage and garden 
crops, and also 'the effect of the rains on 
tho grass roots and the fall sown grass 
seed and grain. :Thc: grass in -many flelds 
that is now apparently dead may start up 
with favorable weathbr, and givo promise 
of a good crop nort; season.
